Founded the Freedrnen's Bureau. 
St. Louis, July 8.—James E. Yeat- 


man, 84, philanthropist, died from the 
effects of uraemia, for which he was 
operated on nearly two weeks ago. He 
was born in Bedford county, Tenn., 
and came to'Jthis city in 1842. Al- 
though a slaveholder before the'Var, 
he devised the organization of the 
freedmen's bureau and made an of- 
ficial report to Washington in which 
he advised the leasing of abandoned 
cotton plantations to freedmen. For 
many years Mr. Ye'atman had not 
been actively engaged in business but 
was identified with charities.

Washington, July 8.—President Mc- 


Kinley has issued the official procla- 
mation opening to settlement at 9 a. 
m. Aug. 6, lands in Oklahoma ceded 
by the Wichita, Comanche, Kiowa and 
Apache Indians. The proclamation re- 
quires that, beginning July 10 and end- 
ing J-jly 2?, thass Tvic vrlsh to mate 
entry of land under the homestead 
law shall be registered. The registra- 
tion will take place at the land offices 
at El Reno and Lawton. The registra- 
tion at each office will be' for both 
land districts. 
Registration can not 


be effected through the use of the 
mails or the employment of an agent, 
excepting that honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors may present their 
applications 
through an agent, no 


agent being allowed to represent more 
than one soldier. No person will be 
allowed' to register more than once. 
After being registered applicants will 
be given certificates, allowing them to 
go upon the ceded lands and examine 
them in order to aid them in making 
an intelligent selection. It is explicitly 
stated that "no one will be permitted 
to make settlement upon any of the 
-lands in advance of the opening pro- 
vided for," and the statement is added 
that "during the first 60 days follow- 
ing said opening no one but registered 
applicants will be permitted to make 
homestead settlement upon any o'f 
said lands, and then only in pursu- 
ance of a homestead entry duly al- 
lowed by the local land officers or of 
a soldier's declaratory statement duly 
accepted by such officers."

Injunction For the Indians. 


Oklahoma City, O. T., July 8.—An 


injunction suit will be brought before 
Judge Irwin.at El Reno in a few days 
for an order restraining the register 
of land office here, the receiver, the 
surveyors and all other persons, from 
proceeding with the opening of the 
lands of the Kiowa, Comanche and 
Apache Indians according to the proc- 
lamation of the president and act of 
congress under which he proceeded. 
The petition for injunction will claim 
the lands of the Indians are being 
illegally and unconstitutionally wrest- 
ed from them against their wishes. It 
will shor- that the organic act cre- 
ating the territory of Oklahoma made 
the laws and the constitution of the 
United States applicable to the terri- 
ory. Pnn'isions were made in the act 
whereby the Indians could invoke the 
aid of the courts for their protection. 
Under the constitution of the act "no 
person shall be deprived of life, liber- 
ty or property without due process of 
law." It will contend that Lone Wolf 
is a "person" and that the opening of 
the reservation will deprive him of 
his landed rights and will do tke same 
injustice to the other Indians affected.

was that of Mr. Albert Meise, who died 
at the hospital at 5:30 o'clock Sunday 
morning as a result of an operation for 
strangulation of the bowels. 


Mr. Meisie, a number of months ago, 


had an attack of sickness, and soon 
afterward was advised to submit to an 
operation, but as he did not suffer any 
he did not think it necessary. 


Last Monday he was taken ill, and 


unless an operation would be performed 
his life was only a question of a few 
hours. He was taken to the hospital 
and was skillfully operated upon by 
Dr. Hunt of Columbus, and Dr. Palmer 
of this city. 


The operation >was a success, but 


Mr. Meise was in such a weakened 
state that he failed to properly rally, 
and died at the time mentioned. 


The deceased ,was aged 29 years, and 


had been in Newark about two years, 
having come to this city from Garrett, 
Ind. He was employed in the service 
of the B. & O., being car distributor 
in Superintendent English's office. He 
leaves a wife and one small child, be- 
sides a father, William Meise, who 
has been making his home here, and 
two brothers, one at Dayton, the other 
at Cincinnati, and one sister at Spring- 
field. 


Funeral services will -be held at the 


•home, 99 West Church street at seven 
o'clock this evening conducted by Rev. 
M. L. Bates. The remains will be tak- 
en to Cazadale, O., on Tuesday morn- 
ing, for interment. 


Mr. Meise was a young man of the 


highest character and integrity. 
Al- 


though having lived in Newark only 
two years he was quite well known as 
a man who was the soul of honor, a 
kind'and devoted husband and father, 
a dutiful son, a genial neighbor and a 
true Christian gentleman.
